Governpient of India in the Ministry of Industry (Department o ! ' b\dustn.rr 
Development) No. S.O, 613(F.)118FA! 18AA|TDRAY6, dated the 15th Septem 
ber, 1976, the Central Government had authorised the Industrial Reconstruc¬ 
tion Corporation of India Limited, Calcutta, now known as the Industrial Re¬ 
construction Bank of India (hereinafter referred to as the authorised person) 
to take over the management of the whole of the two industrial undertakings ai 
45, Tangra Road, Calcutta and at 3, Pagladanga Road, Calcutta o.rncd by 
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Nlcssrs Bengal Potteries Limited, Calcutta (hereinafter referred to as the said 
industrial undertakings) for a period of five years from 15th September, 1976 ; 

And, whereas, the duration of the said Order was extended from time to 
time by the Orders of the Government of India in the Ministry of Industry 
(Department of Industrial Development) for a further period upto and inclusive 
of the 31st October, 1987; 

And, whereas, it has been decided by the Central Government in the interest 
of (he general public that it is not necessary that the said Order should remain 
in force beyond that date; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by Section 18FA of the 
Industries (Development and Regulation) Act, 1951 (65 of 1951), the Central 
Government hereby directs that the said Order shall cease to be in force on 
and from the date of the Order of the Calcutta High Court directing the Official 
Liquidator to resume winding-up proceedings in relation to the said industrial 
undertakings.
